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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument is not persuasive. 
Viswanath discloses the claimed limitations as in mentioned in page 3 office action except the business document formatted in Visnawath 
is a purchase order, not an invoice as claimed and the business document is in XML, not in IML. It is noted that any business transaction 
system uses a graphical user interface to perform business functions. Matsakis discloses the business documents in XML including 
invoice and purchase order. Thus, it motivates to combine into Viswanath to create a XML invoice via a graphical user interface using 
different XML tags for selecting data to include in the invoice and how to display such an invoice. Further, Peat discloses that one can 
define one's own markup language from XML. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to have combined Peat into Matsakis and Viswanath for obtaining a method for creating a business document, 
particularly an invoice, for selecting data to include in the invoice and for displaying the invoice using IML, a markup language derived 
from XML, and using a graphical user interface tool. 
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
